KEIFER NOMINATED FOR SPEAKER

Wasutnetoy, Dee. 3.—On the sixteenth 
ballot, Joseph W. Keifer, of Ohio, was 
nominated for the Speakership by the Re- 
publican caucus. Thia nomination was 
received with great enthusiasm, and was 
the object of many congratulations. 


After Sixteen Ballots Keifer Nomi. 
mated for Speaker. 


Wasuinotoy, Dec. $,—The Repub- 
lican members elect assembled in 
the hall of the House of Repre-| 
sentatives for the purpose of nominating: 
candidates for the various elective offices, 
Jay Hubbell, of Michigan, called the cau- 
cus to order. Robeson, of New Jersey, 
was elected as Chairman of the caucus; 
Miller, of Pennsylvania, Secretary, and 
McCook, of New York, Undergraff, of 
Iowa, and McClure, of Ohio, as Axsixtant 
Becretaries and Tellers. After the roll- 
call, to which the full Republican mem- 
bership of 146 members was added, the 
nomination of candidates for the Speaker- 
ship wan declared to be in order, and can- 
didates were placed iu nomination as fol- 
lows: Frank Hiscock, of New York, by 
Camp; Joseph W. Keifer, of Ohio, by 
Hazelton; John H. Kasson, of Iowa, by 
Cannon; Mark H. Dunnell, of Minnesota, 
by Stall; L. Godlove Orth, of Indiana, 
by Calkins; J. C. Burrows, of Michigan, 
by Horn; and Thos. B. Reed, of Maine, 
by Lindsey. A motion was made and ad- 
vocated briefly by Baine, that voting be 
viva voce; but this wax voted down and 
tho balloting then proceeded, resulting as 
follows:

Judge Porter, quick asx light- 
ning, and in dramatic style, said: That 
will do, prisoner: your exsmination is 
closed.” Quiteau. withering under tho 
tremendous force of Judge Porter's ques- 
tion, saw the

of hes confession. During all these months 

part of hin defense has been insisting 

t he never hax had a single sentiment 
of\remorso, During this croxs-examina- 
tion he has said a dozen times to Judge 
Porter's terrible questions that his mind 
was a blank upon the subject. To gll the 
experts who have called upon him durin, 
these weeks he has insisted with gleef 
pertinacity that a thought of remorse 
never came to him; that his mind upon 
that subject was a blank: yet to-day,at the 
end of three days’ cross-examination,at the 
very crinia of ax rigid a crows-cxamination 
asa prisoner in a jury-box was ever xub- 
jected to, he admitted to that which 
seemed to bring a shudder to his relatives 
and caused a xensation-iu Court. He had 
killed the President and he had snffered

matter of great regret to the hunting 
element of the British nobility, whose 
sime-houored pastime of deer stalking 
is seriously threatened by the ‘rapid 
advances of the woodyman’s ax and the 
farmer's plow. In the Scotch High- 
lands, hunting and fishing grounds 
command a high rental, and are pre- 
served and rented for that Purpose, 
with as close u watch over the pounds 
and shillings ax characterizes farm let- 
ting in England and Ireland. In Scot- 
land it is estimated that there are no 
leas than 1700 shootinga, of which 
three-fourths are usually rented at an 
annual income to the proprietors of not 
leas than $2,500,000. It is waid that an 
American of great fortune pays $50,000 
for his deer parks, and several English 
lords equal this amount in their expen- 
ditures for suitable bunting grounds, 
Dyer forests in Scotland are not usually 
thickly wooded, but, embrace stretches 
of woodland, with many lakes and 
streams. The continued destruction of 
trees always causes an outery, and at 
present an agitation is going on on the 
subject of restoring the forests, One 
earl who died recently left 40,000 acres 
thus replenished as a memorial, Not 
only are the forests disappearing, but 
the red deer themselves are rapidly de- 
teriorating. Were it not for the re- 
markable protection accorded the ani- 
wal, the species would soon become 
extinct. As it is the deer are becoming 
less numerous year by year, while the 
sport of stalking seems to be enjoying 
a corresponding increase in popularity, 
The bunting season extends through the 


present winter months, although it 
reaches its height in November. 


Tux terrible Tay disaster proved that 
the strongest iron bridge was an un- 
equal mateb for the sudden and violent 
storms of that eccentric water-way, yet, 
in spite of the warning of a causualty 
unparalleled in the railroad age, a plan 
has already been proposed for the ro- 
building of the ill-fated structure. The 
Tay is uenrly a mile wide and subject 
to sturius of unusual severity, The 
new bridge will cross immediately 
alongside the old one, whore remains 
will be utilized in the construction, It 
will begin, starting at the south end, 
with four brick arches, ench of 50-fect 
span, and be followed by yirder and 
truss spans, an follows: 1 of 118 feet, 
10 of 120 feet, 13 of 125 feet, 11 of 245 
fect, 2 of 227 feet, lof 162 feet, 10 of 
129 feet U inches, 1 of 127 feet 6 inchen, 
and 25 of 71 feet. The long central 
pans will be 77 feet in the clear above 
high water mark. The truina will run 
between the girders of these spans and 
on the top of those on either hand. as 
in the old bridge. The foundations of 
the piers are to be iron cylinders filled 
with concrete, upon which brickwork 
will be built up and surmounted by 
wrought-iron pillars.
